After our Saviour's aſcenſion St. Matthew travelled into 
Ethiopia, and it is ſaid that he ſuffered martyrdom at Ned- 
daber, a city in thoſe parts, by what means is not known, 
By ſome it is ſaid that by his prayers he extinguiſhed the fire 
ur was kindled to deſtroy him, and afterwards died 2 natural 

cath, 

He was the firſt of the four Evangeliſts, having written his 
g 'pel juſt before his departure from Judea, as x guide to the 
Jewiſh converts durinte his abſence.

THIS Evongelitt was born of Tewiſh parents, of the tribe 
of Levi, and is by St. Peter called his fon, having been a 
diſciple of that Apoſtle, by whom it is {aid he was converted. 
St. Mark's goſpel contains icveral things omitted by the 
other Evangeliſts, in their hiſtorics of our Saviour. He 
yu in Egypt, where he eſtabliſhed a church; he travel- 
ed in Lybia, aud converted many to the faith of his Maſter. 
When St. Mark was prezching in his church at Alexandria, 
ſome cf the idolztrous inhabitants broke in upon him, ard 
dragged him by his feet through the ftreets, till his fleſh was 
torn off his bones, and be expired under their hands. They 
afterwards burned him. £ | 
His martyrdom is ſuppoſed to have happened in the reign 
of Nero, the Ronan Emperor, an era remarkable for the per- 
jecutiors of the church of Chritt, Which, Io far from ſuppreſ- 


St, LUKE was born at Antioch, a city of great riches and 
eminence fer learned men. This Apoſtle had the advantage 
of a liberal education, and was by proſeſſion a phyſician. He 
was the companion and tellow-labourer of St. Paul in the mi- 
niſtry, and rendered himſelt eminently uſeful as a phyſician, 
and as a miniſter bf the Goſpel of Chriſt, 


St. Luke followed St. Paul in all his dangers, both at Jeru- 
falem aud Reme, and other places: he ſupplied his wants in 
prilon, and {fitted him in his miniſtry. During St. Paul's 
impritonment at Rome, St. Luke wrote his Goſpel, and allo 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, as a ſupplement thereto, and as an 
hiſtory or the firſt age of the primitive church. Having tra- 
velled through Greece, where be converted many to the Chriſ- 
tian faith, and planted ſeveral churches, his nil "whs at length 
rewarded with wartyrdom, in the eighticth year at his age. 


THIS is the Diſciple that Jeſus loved. He was the youngeſt 
of all the Apoſtles, and ſurvived the longeſt, being an hundred 
years old, when he died, He was the moſt firm and ſteadfaſt 
of all the Diſciples, in the attachment to his maſter, not be- 
ing aſhamed to own him when ſurrounded by guards: he fol- 
lowed him to the croſs, and beſore he was crucified, as a 2 
of the tender affect ion he entertained for his beloved Diſciple, 
he recommended his mother to the protection of John; a duty 
be tulfilled by taking her to his own houſe, and behaving to 
her with the moſt pious filial attention till her death, 

St. John propagated the goſpel in Aſia, and reſided ſome 
time at Epheſus ; he alſo founded churches at Smyrna, Perga- 
MCL, 0% Sardis, Philadelphia, Laodicca, and other 

laecs. He was at length condemned at Rome, to be thrown 
into a'caukiron of boiling oil; but he came out unhurt, he 
was afterwards baniſhed to Patmos, where he wrote the Re- 


velations, and died. | |

THOUGH St. Paul was not ranked as one of the twelve 
apoſtles, yet, being called in fo miraculous a manner to the 
miniſtry, and fuffering ſo much for the ſake of Chriſt, he him 
ſelf ſays, he was not behind the chiefeſt apoſtles. 

St. Paul was born at Tarſus, a Roman tree city, three hun- 
dred miles from Jeruſalem. He was by trade a tent-maker. 
He was educated in principles of violent oppoſition to chriſ- 
tianity ; he confeſſes himſelf one of thoſe who flew Stephen; 
and continued his perſecutions till his converſion in his journey 
to Damaſcus. Having preached much among the Jews, he 
turned to the Gentiles, and founded a church at Corinth. The 
life and travels of this illuſtrious apoſtle being by far too great 
for our limits, we refer our young readers to the Acts of the 
Apoſtles, and his own Epiſtles; and conclude by ſaying, that 
having converted thouſands, travelled over moſt parts of Eu- 
Tops and Aſia, founding churches and working miracles, he 
at laſt ſuffered martyrdom at a place called Aqua- Salva, three 
miles trom Rome, 8 . 


St. PETER was born at Bethſaida, in Galilee, where he 

was brought up a fiſherman: he was the oldeſt of the Apoſtles 

and the firſt that was called to that dignity. Chriſt appears 
fir 


to him the firſt after his reſurrection, and was the choſen

St. Peter wrote his Second Epiſtle from Rome, a little before 
bis death, being crucified there by order of the tyrant Nero; 
be was led up to the top of a mount, and was crucified with 
his head downwards, thinking it too high an honout to die 
in the {fame poſture his Lord and Maſter ſuffered. be.

A YOUNGER brother of St. Peter, was alſo a fiſherman, 
which trade he followed with his brother at Capernaum, the 
capital of Galilee, Tt is ſuppoſed St. Andrew was one of the 
firſt called to be a diſciple of Chriſt, foon after the miraculous 
draught of fiſhes. 


St. Andrew preached the | in places, in Greece, 
Epirus, Achia, Conſtantinople, and Capadocia, where he cov 
verted many. Aſter travelling over ſeveral parts of Thrage, 
Macedonia, and other parts, he was at laſt ed at Patra, 
in Achaia, becauſe he would not ſacrifice to . heathen gods. 
He was ſcourged ſeven times, and afterwards tied to the croſs, 
where he hung two days, preaching all the while to the people. 
It is faid his body was embalmed and honourably buried, by 
Maximulla, a lady of great quality.

ST. JAMES THE GREAT 


WAS by trade a fiſherman, and partner with Simon Peter, 
and the ſon of Zebedce, and rchted to our Lord huntclt, his 


mother and the Virgin Mary being kinſwomen. 


He was one of thoſe whom our Lord uſually choſe to attend 
bim on any particular oecaſion, as when he reiſed from the 
Era the ruler of the ſynagogue's daughter; and at his trans- 
figurotion none but Peter, James, and John, were admitted to. 
this foretaſte of celeſtial glory; alio at the agony in the garden 
of Gethicmane, the night before the crucifixion. 


He at laſt ſuffered martyrdom from the hands of the Phari- 
ſees, who threw him headlong dawn the ſtairs of the Temple

WAS a native of Bethſaida, it is ſuppo'ed that he preached 
the goſpel in Upper Aſia, and planted cheiltianity in Sythia. 

Having for many years preached, baptized, and ſettled 
chriſtian churches, healing diſcaſes, and caſting out devi's, 
with great ſucceſs. The latter part of his life he ſpent in 
Hieropolis, where he gained many to the chriſtian faith, for 
Which he was ſeized and impriſoned, and afterwards ſcourged 

and led to execution, being bound and hanged up en; a 
pillar till he died. 


It is ſaid his body was taken down by St. Bartholomew, 
and Philip's own ſiſter, Mariamne, and decently buried: after 
which, having confirmed the people in the faith of Chriſt, 
they departed.

St. BARTHOLEMEW, 


St. BARTHOLOMEW was of Cana in Galilee, and it is 
thought he travelled in India, preaching the goſpel, and at a 
city called Albangele, in Armenia, he ſuffered martyrdom, 
being condemned by the governor of that place to be flead 
alive, and afterwards eructfcd. 


It is remarkable that St. John never takes notice of this 
apoſtle by the name of Bartholomew, but mentions Natha- 
niel; this a t contradiction is reconciled by the apoſtle's 
bearing both thoſe names, and is diſti ſomeimes 
by the one, and ſometimes by the other.

St. JUDE was brother to St. James the Leſs, it is nat 
known when or by what means he became a diſeiple of Chriſt, 
nothing being faid of him till we find him mentioned in the 
catalogue of the twelve apoſtles, nor afterwards till Chriſt's 
laſt ſupper. It is thought he preached in Lybia. | 


The Armenian ſay, that St. Jude was the firſt that planted 
chriſtianity among them, 

He at laſt ſuffered martyrdom, in the city of Byretus. 

St. Jude is ſometimes diſtinguiſhed by Lebbeus, and ſome- 
times Thaddeus; the former ſignifying a man of wiſdom, the 
latter divine fervor, | 
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ST. BARNABAS. 


St. BARNABAS, though not one of the twelve, is yet 
honoured with the title of apoſtle by St. Luke. He was of 
the tribe of Levi, of a family out of Judea, ſettled in the ifle 
of Cyprus, where they had an eſtate. He was educated at 
(x? 4 a with St. Paul, by the learned Gamaliel. 

When St. Paul came to Jeruſalem, after his converſion, he 
found Barnabas there, who introduced him to the reſt of the 


apottles, and abode in Peter's houſe fiſteen days. He Ater- 


wards travelled with St. Paul, and preached to the Gentiles 
with great ſucceſs. | 

It is ſaid that Barnabas ended his days in his own ty; 
Cyprus, where certain Jews, enraged at his ſucgeſs in rout - 
ing, ſet upon him in the ſynagogue, where they ſhut him up 


till night, when they Brought him forth, and after torturing 
him, they ſtoned kun to death;

being ſeized by certain Jews as a blaſphemer, was ſtoned to
